The growers also are sustain- 
ing losses in the lowered quality of 
the grapes, according to Mr. Mc- 
Kennett. Price paid by the Cali- 
fornia wineries does not equal that 
received for grapes shipped to the 
east, but because of the rain dam- 
age, most of the grapes will not 
stand up to shipping quality. 

If no more rain falls, the great- 
er part of the crop may yet be say- 
ed, Mr. McKennett believes. 

Under normal conditions the 
current crop would have been 
smaller than last year’s.
